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VAN DYNE SAYS 
HE'LL PAY $76,000 
TOBANK TOMORROW 


Deeds to Former Missouri Pacific 
Cashier’s Mine Held as Se- 
curity for Note. 


NEW VERSION 


Bontling Official Declares Rail- 
road Notified Him of Van 
Dyne’s Transactions. 


Samuel W. Van Wyne of 5768 West- 
minster place, former cashier in the 
Missouri Pacific freight office at Sev- 
erth and Poplar streets, will depart 
from Joplin, Mo., tonight for St. Louis, 
according to a statement made by him 
in Joplin jJast night, and will call to- 
morrow at the National Bank of. Com- 


merce, to arrange the payment of his 
note to the bank, due tomorrow, for 
$76,000. This note covers the amount of 
checks on 2 San Francisco bank which 
he said he cashed, with the railroad’s 
money, for two friends of his, and 
which were protested by the San Fran- 
cisco bank. 

The National Bank of Commerce is 
depositary for the Missouri Pacific. 
I: was stated at the bank today that 
Van Dyne owes no money to the Mis- 
souri Pacific in connection with the 
check transaction, and that his sole 
obligation is to the bank. He borrowed 
the $76,000 from the bank, it was stated, 
to reimburse .the railroad company, 
viren the checks were returned. 

Pledged Mining Pro, erty. 

As security for the note, it was stated, 
Van Dyne pledged his mining property, 
the Sambo mine at Lincolnville, Ok., in 
the Joplin mining district. He first 
setisfied the bank that the property 
Was worth $100,000 or more, and deeds 
were thep made, conveying this prop- 
erty to the bank, in the event that the 
note should not be taken up when it ma- 
tures tomorrow. 

If Van Dyne does not succeed in rais- 
ing’ the $76,000 with which to take up 
the note, it was stated, the bank may 
take over the mining property, and 
either foreclose on it or operate it to 
recover the amount of the loan. It is 
now purely a business transaction be- 
tween Van Dyne and the bank, with the 
Missouri Pacific Rallroad a disinterested 
party. Van Dyne resigned as cashier 
April 1. 

A different version of the matter was 
given to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
George R. Wendling Jr., vice president 
of the Fidelity and Deposit Co., which 
was on Van Dyne's bond for $10,000 up 
to Jan. 1. Wendling said today his 
company would be liable to that amount 
for any shortage which may be shown 
to have occurred while the bond was 
in effect. According to Van Dyne, he 
cashed the checks in March. 

The Missouri Pacific officials notified 
Wendling a month ago, he said, that 
there was a discrepancy of $76,000 in 
Van Dyne’s accounts and furnished him 
with a copy of a written statement 
which had been made by Van Dyne to 
John G. Drew, vice president; and J. G. 
Livengood, general auditor of the Mis- 
eourl Pacific, 

New Version of Transaction. 

Wendling’s understanding, he said, 
is that Van Dyne has not borrowed 
$76,000 from the National Bank of 
Commerce to reimburse the railroad 
company for an aggregate of that 
amount which he says he disbursed 
t> Ben Blair and A. L. Blair, but that 
Van Dyne sent to the bank for col- 
lection a $76,000 draft against the 
Blairs. The bank was unable to col- 
lect he said, and so notified the rail- 
road company, tut the bank agreed 
to hold the draft for 30 days, to give 
Van Dyne an opportunity to raise 
the money... The loss, therefore, if 
there is any, would fall upon the 
railroad company and the bonding 
cumpanies, as Wendling understands 
it. 

Van Dyne, in his statement to Drew 
and Livengood, told of making nu- 
merous loans to the Blairs, in 
amounts of $1000, $1500, etc, from 
the funds of the company, Wendling 
said. The Blairs, according to his 
statement, called at his desk at the 
freight house and saw him get the 
inoney from the safe, and knew that

CHICAGO, May 18.—The difference be- 
tween the 12 states where suffrage has 
been granted to women and the 36 
others will be illustrated in a parade 
here, June 7, in which it is expected at 
least 40,000 women will march in an 
effort to persuade the Republican na- 
tional convention to put a suffrage 
plank in the platform. 

Twelve young women dressed in white 
and bearing the names of the states 
where suffrage has been granted, will 
lead a detachment of 36 other girls 
dressed in gray with their hands man- 
acled and their progress impeded by an 
imitation ball and chain, symbolizing 
the states where the women have not 
the voting privilege. 


¥,.ULD SEND BRITAIN’S 500,000 
UNMARRIED WOMEN TO COLONIES 


LONDON, May 18.—Speaking before 
the Royal Statistical Society, Sir J. 
Athelstane Baines advocated the sug- 
gestion that after the war the 500,000 
unmarried women in England be sent 
to colonies. 

“It is a sojution,” he declared, 
“more palatable than one more re- 
cently proposed for Germany after 
the war by one of her numerous 
learned professors; namely, to let 
loose from the army a select certifi- 
cated body of eligible polygamists 
who would be respectively provided 
with equally numerous harems.”

MAYOR INDORSES 
MEDIATION BOARD 
IN LABOR DISPUTES 


Hopes Bill Creating Municipal 
Body Will Be Presented to 
Aldermen. 


STRIKERS BACK AT WORK 


Master Builders to Pay New 
Scale; Wreckers Still Hold 
Out. 


Mayor Kiel, in an interview with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today, high- 
ly commended the suggestion made 
by Louis J. Haenni and editorially 
indorsed by the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day, that a permanent arbitration 
board should be created to handle 
building disputes. 

The Mayor further said that he 
hoped a bill might be introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen to creats a 
Municipal Board of Arbitration for 
labor disputes, and he made some 
suggestions as to the manner in 
which this board should be consti- 
tuted. A bill for the creation of such 
a board was introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen at its former session, 
but was not enacted, : 

“T have had a lot of experience 
with labor unions, from the stand- 
point of a contractor,” said Mayor 
Kiel. “The unions must be recognized, 
and must be dealt with frequently 
ang fairly. A permanent board of ar- 
bitration, to prevent loss of ¢he 
workers’ time and inconvenience to 
the public, would be a fine thing for 
the city. 

No Lockout in 18 Years. 

“Since 1898, the master bricklayers 
have had a conference committee of 
nine members, to work with a similar 
committee from the bricklayers’ 
unions. In that time this joint con- 
ference committee has settled as 
many as 500 cases which were reé- 
ferred to it, some of them disputes 
of a serious character. In the whote 
period of 18 years there has not been 
a lockout, or a case which the joint 
committee could not’ successfully 
handle. 

“Yl think that, in making up such 4 
committee it is best to have each local 
union represented, so far as possible. If 
this is too unwieldy, the local unions can 
first confer, and then send delegates to 
confer with the employers. 

“The Conference Committee should 
have the power to call in an outsider as 
umpire, when, one. is needed, and to 
make the umpire’s decisions binding. 

Cites Free Bridge Case. 

“As Mayor, I have found the confer- 
ence board plan a good one in connec- 
tion with the free bridge construction 
work. Five disputes have been settled 
by conferences in which one man rep- 
resented the city, one the labor unions 
and a third man acted as umpire. The 
only difficulty which has not been set- 
tled in this way was that with the East 
St. Louis carpenters, who walked out 
without submitting their grievance, con- 
trary to the understanding with them, 
and who have not been asked to re- 
turn.”’ 


WORK RESUMED ON 
SOME OF BUILDINGS 
TIED UP BY STRIKE 


Wreckers and Excavators’ Asso- 
ciation Refuses to Agree to 
New Wage Scale. 


Work was resumed upon some build- 
ings today by members of the Hod Car- 
riers’ and Laborers’ Union, Local 22, 
who have been upon strike for three 
weeks for higher wages and recognition 
of the union. No work was done upon 
wrecking and excavating at buildings 
where the work is in charge of members 
of the Wreckers’ and Excavators’ As- 
sociation, an organization of contractors 
which, thus far. refuses to become a 


party to an agreement entered into last 
evening by officials of the Master 
Builders’ Association and the officials 
of the Central Trades Council.

Until three days before the outbreak 
of the rebellion, however, Sir Matthew 
testified, there had been no proof of 
any connection of any anti-British party 
in Ireland with a foreign enemy. A 
memorandum which was said to be in 
the possession of one of the leaders 
with pro-German sentiments, he added, 
stated that the Germans contemplated 
a combined offensive by land, sea and 
air in order to secure victory before May 
and requested the Irish volunteers to 
render their promised assistance. On 
March 16, the witness stated, young 
Irish volunteers were anxious to com- 
mence operations, but the heads of the 
movement were against a rising at that 
moment, Thomas MacDonagh declaring 
that it would be sheer madness to at- 
tempt any such thing if the help prom- 


Leaders Were Being Watched. 

The former Under-Secretary gave this 
testimony in the course of a long state- 
ment outlining the formation of the Na- 
tional Volunteers, of which he declared 
a small section only had shown them- 
selves disloyal, tne leaders of this sec- 
tion having issued a manifesto declaring 
that Ireland shwuld provide for its own 
defense and indicating un intention to 
establish a free National Government in 
Ireland. The leaders of the movement, 
he said, directed their efforts to scuring 
more rifles and ammunition and to stor- 
ing as large an amount of material is 
possible. This was where the real dan- 
ger came from, he added, as it was felt 
that an attempt at disarmament might 
lead to bloodshed. 

The executives in Ireland being in 
pcessession of sufficient evidences of 
the association of the movement's 
leaders with a foreign enemy, con- 
tinued Sir Matthew, hac decided upon 
their arrest and were discussing this 
move on April 24 when the rebellion 
rroke out. He defended the failure 
o* the Government to disarm the vol- 
unteers on the ground that such ac- 
tion might have alienated the sym- 
puthies of many loyal volunteers and 
acded: 

“There are 2,000 Irish 
listed in the army.” 

Relied on Constabulary. 

The Royal Irish Constabulary was 
considered strong enough to cope with 
disomiers, the \ itness continued. 

A mobile force of 500 mounted men 
and 2000 others, with three machine 
guns, was always in readiness, and 
tlLese, with 2500 men from the Surragh, 
were thought to be capable of dealing 
with the outbreak in Dublin. But, con- 
trary to expectations, they were insuf- 
ficient. 

In the course of his testimony Sir 
Matthew declared that the fear that the 
military service act would be applied to 
Ireland indt td a number of the Na+« 
tional volunteers to join the Sinn Fein 
movement, so that at the beginning of 
the disturbances there were 16,000 hostile 
volunteers throughout Ireland, of whom 
3000 were in Dublin. 

Considerable sums of money, he said, 
had been coming from America, the 
funds being used for the purchase of 
arms and the printing of seditious pa- 
pers and leaflets. It was estimated, he 
added, that £16,000 (about - $80.009) had 
been received from America and paid 
into Dublin banks from the middle of 
September, 1914, to the following April, 
when the money was withdrawn. 

Steps had. been taken, he continued, 
to deal with the movement before the 
Insurrection by volunteers preventing 
civil servants from belonging to the 
Irish volunteers and by stopping this 
organization from becoming a military, 
one by cutting off supplies of arms ad 
amunition. 

Afraid to Prevent Drilling. 

Baron Hardinge, president of the Roy-+ 
al Commission conducting the inquiry, 
asked Sir Matthew why no action had 
been taken to prevent drilling under 
arms. 

‘We deterred because we were afraid 
rte enforce the act,” said Sir Matthew.

“The Blairs told me that they would 
honor the checks when they gor to San 
Francisco,’’ Van Dyne said. ‘‘They re- 
pudiated them. 

“I took the money without authority 
and cashed their checks. So I gave ry 
note to the Bank of Commerce for $76,- 
000 to make the money good. 
“Naturally I believed the checks were 
good. If I hadn’t do you think I would 
have resigned? [ quit April 1, and it was 
after that that the checks came back un- 
paid.”’ 

Van Dyne did not attempt to identify 
“Ben Blair’ and “A. L. Blair’ beyond 
this. He did not tell how they happened 
to come to him at his office, with a re- 
quest that he give them $76,000 of the 
Missouri Pacific’s money in return for 
seven of their checks, instead of pre- 
senting the checks at a bank for pay- 
ment, 

He stated that the Blairs were not in- 
terested with hin: in his mining vonture, 
and said that ho had not cashed the 
checks so that the money could be used 
in this way. 

Van Dyne said he had been ‘‘made a 
tool,”” and had not benefited one cent 
by the transaction. In order to meet 
the note, he said, he was sacrificing 
his mining interests. 


W. J. Wright, auditor of “freight 
receipts for the railroad, said the mat- 
ter was one between Van Dyne ani tho 
bank, and that Van Dyne was not short 
with the road.

Premier Asquith in Cork Gathering 
Suggestions for Rule of Ireland. 

DUBLIN, via London, May 18.—Pre- 
mier Asquith is in Cork today. He is 
expected to hold several conferences 
with the Nationalist leaders in the South 
of Ireland, after which he will return 
to Dublin. 

The Premier has vobateed the conclu- 
sion, from impressions gathered during 
his Irish visit, that the old form of gov- 
ernment in Ireland has had its day. The 
Associated Press learns from sources in 
the closest touch with the Premier that 
his conversations and conferences have 
convinced him that the future govern- 
ment must be conducted on an entirely 
different system. 

, Gets Ideas From Many. 

The Prime Minister has taken care to 
learn the ideas and views of many per- 
sons other than those in purely official 
circles, and these persons have offered 
greatly varied suggestions. It is thought 
these might be welded together to form 
a proposal to lay before the Cabinet. 
The Premier does not know what form 
his proposal eventually will take, and, 
in fact, it probably will be fully devel- 
oped only at the Cabinet meeting. 

His Belfast visit gave a good hint 
to the Premier that the Ulsterites 
would not accept a direct proposal im- 
plying home rule. But it is believed 
they might be induced to enter into 
a concerted plan which possibly could 
bs arranged to meet their more serious 
objections. 

Premier Asquith was sworn in as a 
member of the Irish Privy Council here 
yesterday. This is the first time that 
an English Premier has been a Minis- 
ter of this body. 

Premier to Help Shape Policy. 

It means that Asquith is likely to 
take a greater share in the executive 
government of Ireland than any of his 
predecessors, and that he will have a 
direct part in the shaping of the policy 
to be pursued in the immediate fu- 
ture.

FREEDOM OF SEAS 


Declares Germany Asks for It 
Only Out of Hatred for 
Britain. 


/ 
SUPREMACY FOR’ ARMY 


Teutons Would Weaken Fleet 
to Aid Land Forces, Says 
English Minister.

“The Freedom of the Sea” is the 
subject of an interview with the 
Righ Hon. Arthur James’ Balfour, 
First Lord of the British Admiralty, 
which appears in today’s issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post. The inter- 
viewer’s name is not given, though 
he writes a long introduction in the 
first person. The interview, it was 
stated, was twice revised by Balfour 
before publication. 

Balfour says that the phrase, 
“Freedom of the Sea,” is naturally 
attractive to British and American 
ears, but that the meaning in which 
Germany uses the term must be con- 
sidered. It is not, he says, that the 
Germans love freedom, but that they 
hete Britain. He points out that En- 
gland and Holland, by their fight 
for the freedom of the sea in past 
centuries, caused North America to 
be settled by English-speaking, in- 
stead of Spanish-speaking, peoples, 
anc thus made the United States pos- 
sible. 

“But the freedom of the seas desired 
hy the modern German,” Balfour says, 
‘is a very different thing from the 
freedom for which ‘our forefathers 
fuught in days of old. How, indeed, 
can it be otherwise? The most simple- 
nuinded must feel suspicious when they 
tind that these missionaries of mari- 
tyme freedom are the very persons who 
preach and who practice upon land the 
extremest doctrines of military abso- 
lutism., 

“If Germany wants what she calls 
the freedom of the seas, it is solely 
a3 & means Whereby this ideal m 
receive world-wide extension. The po 
er of Napoleon never extended beyond 
the coast line of Europe. Farther prog- 
ress was barred by the British fleets, 
and by them alone. Germany is deter- 
mined to endu~- no such limitations; 
and if she cannot defeat her enemies at 
fea, at least she will paralyze their sea 
power. 

Simplicity in Her Methods. 

“There is a characteristic simplicity 
iu the methods by which she sets about 
attaining this object. She poses as a 
reformer of international law, though 
international law never has bound her 
for an hour. She objects to ‘economic 
pressure’ when it is exercised by a 
fleet, though she sees no limit to the 
biutal conaeeneee with which eco- 
nomic pressure m:.- be imposed by an 
army. 

which war imposes upon peaceful com- 
merce, though hber.own methods of deal- 
ing with peaceful commerce would have 
wrung the conscience of Captain Kidd. 
&he denounces the maritime methods of 
the allies, though in her efforts to 
d+feat them she is deterred neither by 
the rules of var, the appeal of human- 
ity nor the rights of neutrals.’’ 

Balfour argues that ‘‘to paralyze naval 
power and leave military power uncon- 
trolled, is surely the worst injury which 
international law could inflict upon 
mankind.”” If the German proposal 
(which he does not outline) ere car- 
ried out in its entirety, he (says, the 
world would not be relieved o ‘the bur- 
den of armaments. The only difference 
would be that fleets could not be used 
to exercise pressure on an enemy, save 
in conjunction with armies. The na- 
tions with great standing armies would 
be the gainers by this rule. 

“Suppose, for example,”’ he says, ‘that 
Germany, in her desire to appropriate 
some Germanized portions of South 
America, came into conflict with the 
United States over the Monroe Doctrine, 
The United States, bound by the doc- 
trine of the ‘freedom of the seas * could 
aim no blow at her enemy until she her- 
self had created a large army and be- 
come, for the time being, a military 
community. Her sea power would be 
useless, or nearly so. Her land power 
would not exist. 

“But more than this might happen. 
Let, us suppose that the desired change 


had been effected. Let us suppose that} 


the maritime nations, accepting the new 
situation, thought themselves .relieved 
from all necessity of protecting their 
sea-borne commerce, and arranged their 
rrograms of naval] shipbuilding accord- 
ingly. For some time it probably would 
proceed on legal lines. Commerce, even 
hostile commerce, would be unhampered. 
But a change might happen. Some un- 
fereseen circumstances might make the 
German General Staff think it to be to 
the interest of its nation to cast to the 
winds the freedom of the seas and, in 
defianec of the new law, to destroy the 
trade of tts enemies. 
“Germany and Treaties.” 

‘Would anybody suggest. after our 
experience in this war, after reading 
German histories and German theories 
of politics, that Germany would be pre- 
vented from taking such a step by the 
r.ere fact that it was a breach of iIn- 
ternational treaties to which she was 
a party? She would never hesitate; 
and the only result of the cession by 
the pacific Powers of their maritime 
rights would be that the military Pow- 
ers would seize the weapon for their 
own purpose and turn it against those 
who had abandoned it too hastily. 

“Thus we are forced to the sorrowful 
recognition of the weakness of interna- 
tional law as long as it is unsupported 
by international authority. Law un- 
supported by authority will hamper 
everybody but the criminal.”

The Overseas News Agency today, in 
its summary of the Austrian note, sets 
forth the details regarding the sinking 
of the Dubrovnik as follows: 

“On May 9, at 10:30 p. m., the Dubrov- 
nik was destroyed in the Adriatic by 
two torpedoes fired without warning by 
an enemy submarine. The first torpedo 
hit the starboard side and the ship im- 
mediately began sinking. 

“All the persons on board rushed to 
the lifeboats. Then a second torpedo 
struck the ship, crushing the starboard | 
lifeboat with those in it. Up to this time 
three bodies of women have been recov- 
ered. Four sailors and four passengers 
are missing. 

“The Dubrovnik did not carry troops 
or ammunition. The Austro-Hungarian 
Government states that the firing of the 
second torpedo against the sinking 
steamer and the lifeboats which were 
afloat must be qualified as ‘intentional 
murder.’ ”’ 

The news agency summary, after 
mentioning the allusions in the note to 
the torpedoing of the hospital ship 
Electra and attacks on the steamer 
Daniel Erno and Zagreb, concludes: 

“The Austro-Hungarian Government 
most emphatically protests against the 
criminal acts mentioned.”’ 


Austria Tells of Series of Submarine 
Attacks on Peaceable Ships. 


VIENNA, via Berlin to London, May 
17.—The Foreign Ministry has delivered 
the following note to the representatives 
of all the allied and neutral states at 
the Austrian court: 

‘The Foreign | Ministry was able on 
March 22 to lodge with the representa- 
tives of the allied and neutral Powers 
accredited to the Vienna court an ener- 
getic protest against the torpedoing of 
the hospital ship Electra by an enemy 
submarine. is, however, was in no 
wise the first/case where an enemy sub- 
marine attacked peaceable ships in Aus- 
trian waters. 

“As early as Feb. 12 a submarine fired 
a torpedo, near Punta Planka, without 
advance warning ,at the steamer Dan- 
iel-Erno of the Hungar-Croatic line, 
which escaped destruction only by a 
clever maneuver. The steamer’s cap- 
tain, according to his sworn statement, 
which is confined by numerous. wit- 
nesses, saw plainly the submarine’s 
periscope and the torpedo’s wake. 

“On Feb. 28 a submarine, whose peri- 
scope was not even seen, fired also in 
the vicinity of Punta Planka, a torpedo 
at the steamer Zagreb of the same com- 
pany. The ship was able only by a 
quick turn to dodge the torpedo, whose 
wake was seen by numerous persons 
aboard. 

“On April 6 a terpedo was fired by a 
submarine again at the Daniel-Erno, 
this time also without warning. It 
exploded on the nearby rocky coast. 

“The Austro-Hungarian Government 
has not hitherto published these events, 
which fortunately were attended with 
no damage. 
notice of the attempts of Feb. 12 and 
Feb. 28 pn local steamships to the Unit- 
ed - Stat which has repeatedly made 
questions arising out of the submarine 
warfare the subject of representations 
to the central «sc owers. 

“In view of this accumulation of at- 
tacks by enemy submarines on harmless 
vessels, which are especially protected 
by The Hague Convention, and in view 
of the circumstances that the enemy 
states are not—like the central Powers 
—forced to defend themselves against 
a notorious plan to starve out whole 
nations, the destruction of a peaceable 
ship, which cannot serve in the war 
with our opponents in any manner, can 
only be ascribed to blind lust for de- 
struction. This interpretation now is 
fully confirmed by the most recent 
barbaric attempt on the Austrian 
steamer Dubrovnik. This ship, belong- 
ing to Navigazione A Vapore Ragusea, 
was destroyed May 9 in the Narenta 
Canal between San Glorgone, Island of 
Lesina, and Cape Gomena, on the pe- 
ninsula of Sabloncello " (Adriatic Sea).

All ‘Contraband Absolute |

mulgated a new drastic order-in- 

council, appearing in the London 
Times under date of April 13, which 
openly abolishes all legal distinction be- 
tween absolute and conditional contra- 
band, publishing at the same time an 
exhaustive list of articles of both kinds 
under a single designation. 

To understand the serious import “f 
this action it must be kept in mind that 
the long established distinction as to 
the two kinds of contraband and their 
treatment is this: 

Absolute contraband consists of arti- 
cles of merchandise useful only for war- 
like purposes, such as arms and ammu- 
nition, and these are capturable if des- 
tined to the enemy’s territory; whereas 
conditional contraband consists of arti- 
cles of merchandise useful alike for pur- 
poses of peace and war, such as food- 
stuffs, and these are capturable only if 
destined to the enemy wovernment, Its 
armed forces or fleet or a port of naval 
equipment. The fac, that the condition- 
al contraband is destined merely to 
enemy territory is not enough to author- 
ize capture in the absence of proof of 
intended governmental use; and such 
goods are legally entitled to unmolested 
shipment. 

The preamble of the new British order 
says: 

“The circumstances of the present war 
are so peculiar that His Majesty's Gov- 
lernment consider that for practical pur- 
poses the distinction between the two 
classes of contraband has ceased to 
have any value. So large a proportion 
of the inhabitants of the enemy coun- 
try are taking part, Wirectly and indi- 
rectly, in the war tha no real distinc- 
tion can now be drawh between armed 
forces and the civilian population. Sim- 
ilarly the enemy Government has taken 
control by a series of decrees and orders 
of practically all the articles in the list 
of, conditional contraband, so that they 
are now available for Government use. 
So long as these éxceptional conditions 
continue our belligerent rights with <e- 
spect to the two kinds of contraband 
are the same and our treatment of them 
must be identical.”’ 


Food Absolute Contraband. 

Earlier in the war when Germany 
had issued her first food-conservation 
regulations, Great Britain assumed 
in some cases to treat foodstuffs as 
absolute contraband even when des- 
tined to the German civilian popula- 
tion, on the ground that governmental 
use was thereby intended. The United 
States has never acquiesced in this 
view, holding rather that the govern- 
mental regulation constitutes a mere 
agency through which food supplies 
rnay reach the civilian population, and 
in its note of December 2, 1914, pro- 
tested against the treatment of such 
articles as absolute contraband. 

We have only to turn to like action 
on the part of Russia during the 
Russo-Japanese war to discover Great 
Pritain firmly dissenting from the propo- 
sition that conditional contraband is 
capturable in the absence of intended 
governmental use by the enemy. 

Russia in issuing her extensive con- 
traband list Feb. 28, 1904, ignored the 
distinction between absolute and con- 
ditional contraband, declaring that such 
articles woulil be capturable’“ if they 
are transported on account of or are 
destined for the enemy.”’ 

Great Britain, the United States and 
others immediately interrogated the 
Russian Government as to the vague- 
ness of her decree, declaring that many 
articles on her list, being conditional 
contraband, could not be captured if 
mererly destined to the enemy terri- 
tory. 


Hay Made a Protest. 


Secretary Hay on June 10, 1904, iesued 
a circular to all the Ambassadore of 


It limited itself to giving | 


the United States in Europe to be pre- 
sented to foreign courts, condemning 
this apparent abolishment by Russia 
of a valuable distinction long prac- 
liced and recognized for the berefit 
of neutral commerce, 


Russia soon had occasion to put her 
views into practice by the capture of 
the British steamer Knight Command- 
er with a general cargo from New York 
‘consigned to Oriental ports, ncluding Yo- 
|\kohama. The Viadivostok prize court 
condemned the vessel, but an appeal 
was taken to the Russian higher Ad- 
miralty Court. The British Government 
addressed a strongly-worded protest to 
Russia in which Lord Lansdowne point- 
ed out the distinction between condi- 
tional and absolute contraband, and 
‘“‘with regard to fodstuffs consigned to 
a belligerent’s port” he maintained that 
“proof is necessary that the goods are 
intended for the belligerent’s naval or 
military forces before they can be con- 
sidered as contraband.’’ The United 
States put forward the same contention 
with reference to an American cargo wf 
flour on board the captured German 
merchantman Arabia. With reference 
to the condemnation in the latter case, 
Secretary Hay said: 

“In view of this well-known attitude 
it should hardly seem necessary to say 
that the Government of the United 
States is unable to admit the validity 
of the judgment which appears to have 
been rendered in disregard of the set- 
tled law of nations in respect to what 
constitutes contraband of war. 

“If the principle which appears to 
have been declared by the Viadivostok 
prize court, and which hag not so far 
been disavowed or explained by His 
Imperial Majesty’s Government, is ac- 
quiesced in, it means, if carried into 
full execution, the complete destruction 
of all neutral commerce with the non- 
combatant population of Japan; it ob- 
viates the necessity of biockades; it 
renders meaningless the principle of 
the declaration of Paris set forth in the 
imperial order of Feb. 29 last. that the 
blockade .in order to be obligatory must 
be effective; it obliterates all distinc- 
tion between commerce in contraband 
and non-contraband goods, and is in .f- 
fect a declaration of war against corm-

“You will express to Count Lams- 
Gorff the deep regret and grave con- 
cern with which the Government of the 
United States has received his unquali- 
fied communication of the decision of 
the prize court; you will make earnest 
protest against it and say that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States regrets its 
complete inability to recognize the prin- 
ciple of that decision and still less to 
acquiesce in it as a policy.” 


Russia Changed Orders, 


Finally, in response to vigorous action 
of neutral states, the Russian Govern- 
ment appointed a commission under the 
piesidency of Prof. Martens to study 
the question of contraband, resulting in 
new orders to Russian naval command- 
ers, recognizing articles of conditional 
contraband as not capturable unless the 
captor could prove intended use by the 
enemy Government. This was a satis- 
factory return to lawful methods. 

The higher Russian Admiralty Court 
accordingly applied the new rulings in 
the appealed cases before it, doing sub- 
stantial justice, at least with respect to 
illegal captures of British gooda, though 
not with respect to American cargoes. 

The argument of the United States 
against the Russian action might be 
applied in its entirety against the new 
order-in-council of the British Govern- 
ment, which is manifestly unwarranted 
and in contradiction to its uninterrupted 
attitude in the past toward the preser- 
vation of the two classes of contra- 
band. 

The Brittsh order is significant, com- 
ing as it does, at a time when the United 
States proposes vigorously to challenge 
the alleged British blockade, in that, if 
the new order is allowed to stand, it 
will, as Secretary Hay pointed out to 
the Russian Government, obviate the 
necessity of a blockade. Given an abso- 
lute contraband list containing all 
articles of commerce which may be cap- 
tured when bound for enemy territory, 
a belligerent is clothed with all the ef- 
fective powers of a blockade. A block- 
ade in such circumstances becomes 
superfluous, 

It is conceivable, therefore, that pres- 
ent British policy may have an eye to- 
ward a formal conciliation of the United 
States in yielding its irregular block- 
ade if it is left with the asserted right 
to treat all articles going to German ter- 
ritory as absolute contraband. 

Of the two procedures, however, the 
blockade is less intolerable and does less 
violence to the Icws of naval warfare 
instituted for the protection of neutrals. 
In detentions made under the British 
blockade neutrals have a fair prospect 
of compensation; in the application of 
the new: contraband order the uniform 
result will be confiscation.

Official Version Says Americans 
Had Stiff Battle With 
Captive’s Guards. 


MARATHON, Tex., May 13.—Jesse 
Deemer. the Boquillas stofekeeper, ani 
Monroe Payne, negro, kidnaped by the 
Big Bend bandit raiders and ‘rescued 
by Maj. George T. Langhorne’s cavalry 
detachment, have reached Boquilias, ace 
cording to official reports received here 
today. 

No official confirmation has yet 
reached here of the reported engage- 
ment between the American troops and 
the bandits in which six Mexicans were 
said to have been killed and 75 captured. 
lt is thought the story of the encounter 
may have had its origin in a fight that 
occurred when Maj. Langhorne released 
Deemer and Payne. 

According to the official report, the 
rescue of the Americans took place at 
night. Major Langhorne, with a de- 
tachment of the Eighth Cavalry, drove 
t automobiles and trucks to a ranch- 
kouse where a part of the Gienn Springs 
ra‘ders were quartered.

NEW FRISCO PLAN 


INGREASES POWERS: 
OF VOTING TRUST 


Also Gives Speyer & Co. and 
Seligman & Co. Added Discre- 
tion as Reorganizers. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.—An 
examination of the new Frisco re- 
organization plan, which came by 
rail to the Public Service Commis- 


mission today reveals that it is so 
much like the last amended plan 
rejected by the commission that it 
is difficult to distinguish the differ- 
ences. 

The voting trust, which the Pub- 
lic Service Commission said was un- 
ccnstitutional, is retained in the new 
plan’with increased powers and the 
same men are named as voting trus- 
tees. They. are Frederick W. Allen, 
James W. Lusk, Charles H. Sabin, 
Jomes Speyer, Frederick Strauss, 
Fugene V. R. Thayer and Festus J. 
Wade. 

More Power to Bankers. 
Where the new plan submitted 
differs from the last amended plan, 
rejected by the commission, it seems 
to incline toward increasing the dis- 
cretionary power of Speyer & Co. and 
Seligman &, Co., the New York bank- 
ing houses who are handling the re- 
organization plan and have appointed 
themselves reorganization managers. 
A significant paragraph has been 
added to the voting trust clause 
which gives the reorganization mana- 
gers power to hypothecate the entire 
capital stock of the new company 
as additional security for the prior 
lien bonds which are held by them. 

Although the commission rejected the 
original plan largely because it found 
that the voting trust provision would 
take control of the property from the 
stockholders and give it to the bond- 
holders, the new section of the voting 
trust provision seems to accomplish 
that purpose more completely than ever. 


May Pledge Entire Issue. 
It is provided that the entire issue 


of common and preferred stock may be 
pledged as additional security for the 
prior lien bonds ‘‘in the unrestricted dis- 
cretion of the reorganization mana- 
gers.”’ 

It provides that the voting power of 
stock so pledged shall be exercised by 
the corporate trustee at the direction 
o” the voting trust. 

The fact that the new plan has been 
vritten and delayed in submission for 
several weeks is revealed by frequent 
reference to April 3, 1916, as the last 
date on which general lien bonds might 
bs deposited for participation in the 
pian. 

It is provided, however, that the re- 
organization managers may extend the 
date in their discretion. The plan also 
provides that the “reorganization man- 
agers shall be the sole and final judges 
as to whether and when” sufficient se- 
curities have been subscribed to make 
the plan operative. 

$264,408,2318 Investment. 

Under the new plan, the capital in- 
vestment (exclusive of K. C., Ft. 8, 
& Memphis bonds, which remain undis- 
turbed) is $264,408,318. 

The capital fnvestment of the old com- 
pany, excluding the same item, was 
$302,076,386. 

The fixed interest charges of the old 
company were $14,886,324, the fixed and 
contingent interest charges of the new 
company are $13,702,578. 

A tabulated statement of operating 
revenue and expense shows that the 
average annual operating revenue for 
the past four years was $44,012,198. The 
average expense, including taxes, was 
$32,.682,792.45. The difference, in addition 
to other small sources of revenue, left

FRANK S, KREBS. 
WAS PROMOTED 
TWO YEARS AGO 


Discharged Postoffice Employe 
Was Never Demoted, Of- 
ficial Declares. 


An official of the local Postoffice De- 
partment, in discussing the dismissal 
from the service of Frank 8S. Krebs, 
Assistant Superintendent of Mails, of 
8449 Wyoming street, after service of % 
years, declared that Krebs’ statement 
about the cause of his discharge are not 
in conformance with the record of facts 
in the department. Krebs claimed in an 
interview that he was designated as a 
foreman in the department and that he 
was deprived of the title of assistant 
suuperintendent of mails by Postmaster 
Selph. 

On the contrary, the official 
not permitted to discuss matters of dis- 
cipline for publication, stated the rec- 
ords show Krebs was not reduced from 
the position of assistant superintendent 
of mails to that of foreman, as claimed, 
but was a foreman at $1600 a year when 
Postmaster Selph took office. On Juné 
26, 1914, records show, he was promoted 
to the position of assistant superintend- 
ent of mails at a salary of $1700 on the 
Postmaster’s reconimendation. He held 
this position until he ended his service, 
it is claimed, with the exception of a 
few months, when he was temporarily 
designated as traffic superintendent in 
charge of Government-owned automo- 
biles at the same salary.

Krebs was dismissed from service, ac- 
cording to the official, for insubordina- 
tion and incompetency to fill the posi- 
tion of traffic snverintendent. He said 
he failed to make schedules with the atu- 
tomobiles; refused to obey orders of the 
superintendent of mails, and went so far 
as to enter into a contract with the Un- 
ion Electric Light and Power Co. to 
furnish light and power to a garage. 
This contract, it is asserted, under de- 
partmental rules, could not be entered 
into by the Postmaster himself. 

Charges were finally preferred against 
Krebs, which were duly investigated by 
two Postoffice inspectors, who recom. 
mended his dismissal for conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and discipline. The 
dismissal was ordered from Washington 
by First Assistant Postmaster Royé®r, 
who wrote that Prebs ““‘lacked the ad- 
ministrative ability to cope with his 
work.” 


FRANCE NEEDS $1,602,000,000 
FOR THIRD QUARTER OF YEAR 


Finance Minister Proposes Increases 
in Taxes to Net $1580,000,- 
000 Annually. 

PARIS, May 18.—Finance Minister 
Ribot presented, to ther Chamber of 
Deputies in its reassembling today a 
measure covering the credits for the 
third quarter of the year. The credits 
aggregate 8,010,000,000 francs ($1,- 
602,000,000). He made a statement 
showing a satisfactory condition of 
the Treasury and of the Bank of 
Irance. 

Ribot called attention also to the 
necessity of providing now, before the 
end of the war, for interest charges 
on new loans, and he proposed to that 
end, increases in direct and indirect 
taxes that will increase the revenue 
906,000,000 francs ($180,000,000) an- 
nually on alcohol, wine, beer, cider, 
sugar and tobacco. The tax on al- 
echol is increased to 400 francs per 
hectolitre and the privilege of fruit 
growers to distill alcohol from their 
own products tax free is abolished. 

The Finance Minister added that 
the deciarations of the revenues under 
the new income tax law totaled 2,- 
949,000,000 francs ($589,840,000) from 
163,000 persons. He recommended 
the continuance of the present in- 
come tax.

Aero Club Plans for Aviators 
Remain 12 Hours at Each 
Stopping Place. 


CITIES SENDING IN BIDS 


Besides Pulitzer Trophy and 
$20,000 Committee Believes 
Each Central Should 
Offer $10,000.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Cities along the 
possible routes of the transcontinental 
air race are entering into a spirited bid- 
ding for the advantages of being placed 
on the aeronautical map of America. 

Officials of the Aero Club of America 
pointed out yesterday that the results 
of expenditures in prizes for the national 
competition will be directly in the line 
of military preparedness. The prize 
money which a community contributes 
to bring the race to its door will help 
to establish aeroplane manufacture and 
aviation on a sounder financial basis. 

Each city bidding for the race has 
been advised that $10,000 should be of- 
fered in prizes of $5000, $2600, $1500 and 
$1000 for the best time made in reaching 
that city from the preceding control 
station. 

For Mechanical Stability. 

Speed and mechanical stability rather 
than physical endurance will be the ob- 
jective of the competition as the Coa- 
test Committee of the Aero Chib has 
cutlined its ideas to Ralph Pulitzer, do- 
nor of the trophy and creator of the 
plan for the annual aerial derby. Fly- 
ers will be compelled to remain 12 hours 
at each control station. The contest in 
this way will resolve itself into as many 
separate races as there are controls. 
Hach flyer will have a chance of win- 
ning minor prizes for any leg of the 
journey even though some setbacks bar 
him from winning the Pulitger trophy 
and the $20,000 first prize for the short- 
est actual flying time from coast to 
coast. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., has entered the 
competition for the stop between Pitts- 
burg and Chicago, which doubtless will 
be two of the principal controls. If tho

SCHOOL WILL NOT RETURN 


They Decide Not to Apply for Reap- 
 poihtment Because Principal 
Is to Be Dropped. 

The dismissal by the new School Board 
of H. C, Etherton, principal of the Rite- 
nour School of Overland Park, St. Louis 
County, has resulted in a decision by 14 
of the 15 teachers of the school not to 
apply for reappointment.

been cast against the issue. |

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HOUSE APPROVAL 
ALONE NEEDED ON 
NEW ARMY BILL 


Measure for 211,000 Regulars 
and Federalized Guard to Go 
to President Soon. 


SENATE PASSES MEASURE 


Provisions Attacked by Some; 
Policy in Mexico and*England’s 
Executions Criticised. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Only ap- 
proval by the House of the conference 
report on the army reorganization bill 
Is necessary to complete the legislation. 
The Senate completed its part in the 
legislative process last night when it 
adopted, without a record votes, the con- 
ference report on the measure. ~ 

Final action by the House is looked 
for within a day or so, when the bill, 
the first of the administration’s big pre- 
paredness measures, will be laid before 
President Wilson. With his approval of 
the bill, which he has assured, steps 
immediately will be taken by Secretary 
Baker, in ¢onsultation with the army 
general staff, to put the measure into 
effect. 

Provides for 211,000 Regulars. 

The bill provides for a regular army 
of 211,000 officers and men at peace 
strength, and approximately 260,000 at 
war strength, and for a _ federalized 
national guard of 457,000 officers and 
men at maximum strength. 

Discussion of the conference report in 
the Senate yesterday embraced a de- 
nunciation of Great Britain for execution 
of the Irish revolutionists, attacks upon 
the administration’s Mexican policy, re- 
newed assaults upon the national guard 
as a political force, and vigorous crit- 
icism of the provision for a Government 
nitrate manufacturing plant. 

Senator Fall asserted that Brigadier- 
General Pershing, with the 14,000 troops 
at his command, could march on to 
Mexico City, taking every town with lit- 
le trouble, if he were unhampered by 
Washington, and that 90 per cent of the 
Mexican people would welcome such ac- 
tion. He also declared that representa- 
tives of Gen. Carranza were negotiating 
with foreign Governments against the 
United States and that this Govern- 
ment would be forced to fight foreign 
forces on Mexican soil if it did not soon 
do its full duty to the people of Mexico 
and the United States. 

Borah Attacks National Guard. 

Senator Borah of Idaho, renewing his 
attack on the national guard as a polit- 
ical force, declared that it would prove 
to be more detrimental to the United 
States than an invading army. He ar- 
raigned Great Britain for the Irish ex- 
ecutions, declaring there had been no 
greater blow to free institutions since 
the European war began. 

Senator Lodge and. Chairman Stone of 
the Foreign Relations Committee also 
criticised the army bill, the former 
blaming the House for not accepting a 
larger regular army, proposed by the 
Senate, and the latter maintaining that 
the proposed army was too great. Sen- 
ator Stone said he was so anxious to 
see the nitrate provision enacted that 
he would almost be willing to agree to 
any sized army necessary, but insisted 
there was no need of an increased 
army. 

“T see no need now, nor at any time 
in our history, for a large army,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘The enlargement provided would 
entail a very grave and useless bur- 
den.. The only use for an army is to 
attack an enemy or defend our own 
soil. There isn’t a Senator nor a mem- 
ber of the House nor a man in any 
of the executive departments o7 the Gov- 
ernment who will say we are in danger 
of assault on land by an invading army 
of any country on earth.”’ 

Brandegee Wanted More Soldiers. 

Senator Brandegee, author of the 
amendment for a regular standing army 
of 250,000 men at peace strength, which 
was rejected by the conference, de- 
clared that the English language was 
inadequate to express his disgust at the 
conference action. 

Secretary Baker today began study- 
ing the conference report, taking a 
copy with him on a trip to New York.

Band Piays—Officials Present. 
COLUMBUS, O., May 18—Murderers, 
burglars, confidence men and »pick- 
pockets on the Ohio penitentiary base- 
ball team today played an amateur 
team at the local American Associa- 
tion ball park. Proceeds of the game 

will go to charity. 

The prison band, made up of 3 con- 
victs, accompanied the team to the 
park. The sporting editor of the Ohio 
Penitentiary News, which is published 
by convicts within the prison, wrote 
the story of the game for his paper, 
play by play. : 

Several prison officials attended the 
game, but none of them were armed, all 
of the convicts being on their honor not 
to attempt to escape.

MILK GET 


By FRANZ HUGO KREBS. 

Mr. Krebs has recently returned 
to New York after his second ex- 
tended visit to Germany. 

NEW YORK, May 18.—I arrived in 
Berlin on my last trip on Jan. 21, 1916, 
and left there on April 27. For the first 
few days I thought the bread was better 
than a year before, but afterward I was 
obliged to stop eating it, as I found I 
suffered. from colic and was able to 
trace it to the bread. For the last two 
months of my stay in Berlin I was 
forced to eat zwieback, which was not 
colic producing, but was not as hunger 
satisfying as bread. 

The quality of the milk is very unsat- 
isfactory and good milk is practically 
unobtainable. This is due to the lack 
of fodder for the cows. At the best ho- 
tels one gets two very thin slices of 
butter at breakfast, and none later in 
the day. Condensed milk is hard to get. 

Soap Allowance Small. 

Soap is now purchased on one’s bread 
card, and the amount allowed - each 
week for one person will not encourage 
frequent bathing. In fact, when I left, 


| fckes were in general circulation regard- 


ing the advisability of high collars for 
men and the abandonment of decollette 
by women. 

Sugar is not abundant; purchases are 
limited to a sm@ll amount per person. 
The quantity of“butter allowed each 
person; one-quarter of a pound a week, 
does not permit its use in cooking, and 
as there is great scarcity of oleomar- 
garine, lard and fats generally, the peo- 
ple have to eat boiled meats and veg- 
etables. 

There is an apparent scarcity of cof- 
fee, and in many of the hotels and res- 
taurants one sees signs asking that pa- 
trons take tea instead. 

At Wertheim’s, Berlin’s huge depart- 
ment store, cooked roast beef could be 
had at 4 marks a pound a few weeks 
before I left. A week or so after that 
the price was advanced to 6 marks a 
pound, and a few days before I left it 
was 8 marks a pound. Still, it was pos- 
sible to get palatable and satisfying 
meals at the hotels and restaurants in 
Berlin at lower prices than:one would 
pay in New York restaurants of a cor- 
responding grade. 

Women Socialists Paraded. 


In the two or three months preceding 
my arrival in Berlin I had read many 
accounts of food riots in Germany and 
of at least one great woman’s war riot 
in Berlin. On inquiry I found that at 
the opening of the Reichstag’ several 
hundred women Socialists had paraded 
through one of the streets and shouted 
that they wanted the war to end and 
their men folks to come home. One or 
two policemen finally told them to dis- 
perse, and they did so, no one the worse 
for the affair. 

The one real disturbance that took 
place was in a fashionable part of Ber- 
lin. It was on the first day that shops 
were opened for the sale of butter on a 
limited scale. Many ladies were in the 
line waiting. The Government had fixed 
the price at $1 a pound. Afterward it 
was reduced to 50 cents a pound. The 
waiting was tedious. Then it began to 
rain. The women were angry, tired and 
getting wet. It was too much. No one 
quite knew how it happened, but the 
window of the shop was broken, the 
door was forced, the women surged in 
and when the. police arrived the shop 
looked as though it had been struck by 
a cyclone. Since then the lines in front 
of. the butter shops are always watched 
by at least one policeman. 

Lack of Co-Ordination. 


We are so accustomed to speaking of 
the German Empire as though it were 
merely a political entity that we over- 
look the fact that it is a union of states. 
There has been more or less evidence 
of a lack of co-ordination regarding 
food supplies, and scarcity of certain 
kinds of food has existed in Prussia 
while there was an abundance of those 
very things in other states of the em- 
pire. Also there has been more or less, 
hoarding of food supplies, partly foy 
speculative gain and partly through uf- 
due apprehension for the future. As/the 


‘|Government has promulgated a decree 


prohibiting, the importation of manda- 
rins, raisins, pineapples, lobsters, cav- 
jare and canned fish, it seems as though 
it is considered of more importance to 
keep German gold in Germany than to 
allow these particular edibles to come 
in. 

The importation of practically all dress 
goods that are not absolutely necessary 
has been prohibited, and it is consid- 
ered patriotic to wear clothes that have 
no more material in them than neces- 
sary. 

Many women are falling back on their 
old clothes. This is something for which 
the German women were well prepared, 
as they are usually very thrifty and 
save their clothes long after they have 
passed the stage where they can be con- 
sidered to hold even ‘the last remnants 
of the freshness of their early youth.

Government Satisfied 
Means No Agression

STOCKHOLM, May 17, via London, 
May 18.—The Swedish crisis has passed 
and the activists’ attempt to force a 
situation which would plunge the coun- 
try into war has failed. Sweden will re- 


main firmly and-tmpartially neutral and 
the Government feels no alarm concern- 


and the Baltic Sea, according to state- 
ments today in both Chambers of the 
Riksdag. The announcement by For- 
eign Minister Wallenberg of the Gov- 
ernment’s position was followed wy 
statements from the leaders of the So- 
cialists, Liberal and Conservative par- 
ties in which confidence of the Govern- 
ment and satisfaction over its course 
were expressed. 

When the Riksdag met the entire 
Swedish Cabinet was present in the First, 
Chamber. The Vice President of the 
Chamber said the presence of the Gov- 
ernment officials suggested that it might 
be an oportune time to say something 
with respect to the general diplomatic 
situation. Foreign Minister Wallenberg 
al once responded, and in his statement 
made the following reference to the 
Aland Islands: 

“Anyone who has followed the historic 
development of this question must rec- 
ognize its vital importance to Sweden. 
This was the opinion of the Riksdag and 
the Government of 1908 and is the opin- 
ion of the Government in 1916. and I 
believe the Riksdag shares that opinion 


erring attention and nothing will be 
spared to preserve the rights of Sweden 
in this, as in other fields. 

“Any explanation beyond this I can- 
not, for obvious reasons, give at this 
time.”’ 

Hjalmar Branting, the Socialist lead- 
er: Admiral Lindman, "former Premier, 
speaking for the Conservatives; M. 
Eden, on behalf of the Liberals, and 
also leaders of the three parties in 
the second chamber, then gave assur- 
ances of stpport of the Government. 

The position of the Government in 
1908, referred to by Foreign Minister 
Wallenberg, was that the Swedish fleet 
would be threatened by any permanent 
fortification of the Aland Islands, which 
virtually dominate the Baltic entrance 
t» Stockholm, but was willing to accept 
solemn assurance from Russia, supple- 
mented by assurances from France and 
Great Britain, that no permanent forti- 
fications in the Archipelago were in- 
tended. It is believed that Sweden in 
the past days has received new assur- 
ances in this respect, Russia declaring 
that her only intention in the Aland Is-

form of government is dead in Denver. 
At noon yesterday the city returned to 
the Mayor form after trying the com- 
mission form for three years. The cause 
of the return to the old form may be 
written in two words—man failure. A 
failure of commissioners rather than 
of commission form, Denver has within 
five years tried about every brand of 
reform on the municipal market. Now 
she seems to be done with political 
shopping. 

In casting out commission form, Den- 
ver has returned to the very Mayor she 
cast out in 1912, when she elected Hen- 
ry J. Arnold as chief executive by an 
overwhelming vote over John B. Hunt- 
er, who was Robert W. Speers’ candi- 
date after Speer had himself served 
eight years as Mayor. 

Robert W. Speer is again in the 
Mayor’s chair, and this change carries 
with it-a charter amendment saic to 
be the most radical in the country. 
Speer’s name was woven into the 
amendment as candidate for Mayor. To 
vote for one it was necessary to vote 
for the other. Both carried easily on 
May 9. 

Mayor Has Central Power, 

Not only does the amendment do 
away with commission form, which gave 
power to many men, but it centralizes 
all municipal power in the Mayor. He 
names as his Cabinet a manager of im- 
provements and parks, a manager of 
revenue, a’manager of health and char- 
ity and a manager of safety and ex- 
cise. He appoints heads of departments 
and throush them can name their em- 
ployes. 

Only firemen and policemen are left 
undisturbed under civil service, and 
there is divers legal opinion as io 
whether the recall has not been abol- 
ished undc~- the new amendment. 

Three years’ experience resulted in the 
public’s present state of mind. 

Arnold served as Mayor a year. in 
May, 1913, came commission form. Un- 
der Sveer and Arnold the people had 
cried against taxes. Speer especially 
was for high taxes, but he was per- 
sonally popular. People said he was the 
only Mayor who did .nything for the 
city in the way of improvements, bt 
he has made the people pay in taxes. 
Under the commission form taxes were 
no lower. Except for ~atural progress, 
it can almost be said that Denver is ex- 
actly what she was in 1913, and citizens 
charged incompetency,  shiftlessness, 

“-managcment against the govern- 
ment just abandoned. There has been 
no logical head, no one to complain to, 
no one to redress wrongs or remedy 
evils. 

Instead of one head, as under the 
Mayor form, the people saw five men 
seeking to be head and failing. Instead 
of one machine—for Speer was consid. 
ered a machine builder—there were at- 
tempts to build five machines. Banker, 
lawyer, labor man, engineer, doctor, 
business man, each was tried as com- 
misioner, and all were regarded by the 
public as failures. 

Denver must hold men to give her the 
right sort of government under commis- 
sion form, But she never found just 
what she wanted, and she may never 
know whether she holds them for sh2 
will not, soon at least, try again. 

Some one of.the commissioners was al- 
ways the butt of a fight. Once the re- 
call was tried against a Commissioner 
of Safety. It failed, and it cost money. 
And Denver grew weary of paying 
money for nothing. 

When Speer proposed his chart2r 
amendment there was not a doubt as tu 
his election. Commisssion form had 
been condemned in the public places 
and in getting rid of it Denver went 
back to where she left off when s 
adopted Speer’s charter. The city 
seems for the present to be through 
with political panaceas and reformers.

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The sanest German mind on either side of the 
Atlantic is that of Maximilian Harden, who is 
courageously telling the German people the truth 
about President Wilson and the submarine contro- 
versy between Germany and the United States. 

Editor Harden applies common sense and keen 


$c} analytical ability to the question. He is intellec- 


tually honest and has the courage of sound rea- 
soning and of his convictions. He doesn’t evade 
logical conclusions nor mince words in stating 
them. He keeps his mind free from passion and 
prejudice so that he can see clearly. ° 

What wiser counsel could he give than his ad- 
vice to throw away prejudiced and passionate 
“poems, hymns, speeches, novels, tracts, pam- 
phiets, swagger and bluster.” These appeal to the 
emotions, not to the intellect nor the moral sense. 

Speaking of Wilsoh as “a man of high moral 
and high intellectual rank,” as a man of whom 
Germany might be proud, he calls him “an Amer- 
ican Fichte,” the professor-statesman who 
aroused Prussia to a new sense of power and 
duty. He praises Wilson’s ideals and declares 
he is right in demanding that Germany “return 
in naval practices to a procedure strictly con- 
forming to the dictates of humanity.” He says 
of the President’s demands: 


He not only has the right but the duty to 
speak with ruthless plainness. He owes the 
fulfillment ot this duty not only to his own 
but also to our country. For we do not wish 
—neither the people nor the Government— 
that the impossible should be promised or the 
promised not kept. 

Wilson demands nothing new. Against his 
principle that even in the most terrible war 
the voice of humanity and international law 
must be heard nobody with even a veneer of 
morality or of culture could protest. 

The Princeton professor could cite Goethe 
and Bismarck in defense of his position. 


Not less stirring and wise than his plea for the 
rectifying of German thought on the submarine 
controversy and the sale of war munitions is his 
plea for a saner attitude on peace. He tells the 
truth when he says that Germany will never find 
a better time to make terms than now. The ex- 
haustion which is creeping over all the belliger- 
ents may bear heaviest in Germany. Moderate 
terms now may avert disaster later. 

Harden's counsel is not only good for Germany, 
but for America. It enlightens Americans on the 
ideals we should hold and the work we must do 
in the war-mad world. It instructs Americans on 
the merits of the President’s long, troublous dip- 
lomatic struggle which we hope is finally ended 
in the triumph of law, righteousness and human- 
ity. 

Harden’s words concerning President Wilson 
may be—we think are—prophetic of the future 
‘judgment of his patient and trying efforts to 
preserve in the turmoil of ferocious and gigantic 
warfare the standards of civilization and the 
rights of men without resort to force. When the 
mists of passion and prejudice pass and the 
voices »f contention fall, Germans as well as 
Americans will see in this successful appeal to 
reason’ and principle a great achievement of en- 
lightened statesmanship of permanent value to 
mankind. All nations will share its benefits.

Since the organizing of the Chicago Joint Arbi- 
tration Board a year ago last February, Chicago 
has been a strikeless city so far as the building 
trades are concerned. The plan suggested by 
Louis J. Haenni for St. Louis has worked ad- 
mirably in Chicago. 

The Post-Dispatch told about the organization 
of the board in Chicago. It was a simple mat- 
ter after the employers and labor leaders were 
convinced of its desirability. The Building Con- 
struction Employers Association and the Build- 
ing Trades Council each elected an Arbitration 
Committee. The two committees met and or- 
| ganized by the election of a president, secretary 
and treasurer and an umpire, These officers 
selected a Joint Arbitration Board. The umpire 
is not affiliated with the building trades. The 
two committees hold a joint meeting every Janu- 
ary, elect officers and provide an Arbitration 
Board for the year. 

The value of a: local Afbitration Board has 
been demonstrated in Chicago. It will not have 
less value in St. Louis. The scope of the board’s 
work should be extended to all industries, but 
it can be started by the building trade interests. 

Either the employers’ or the employes’ organi- 
zation can take the preliminary step by electing 
an Arbitration Committee and inviting the other 
organization to co-operate. 

Which organization will begin the peace and 
prosperity movement for St. Louis? Why not 
do it now?

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THE THREATENED RAILROAD STRIKE. 

In the anthracite coal strike of 1902, 147,00( 
workmen were involved. The strike lasted five 
months and caused gigantic losses to the country. 
It produced, in many regions, a condition of an- 
archy and lawlessness. Lives and property were 
destroyed. Carloads of coal were seized and a 
coal famine brought whole communities to the 
verge of desperation. 
If the threatened railroad strike should occur, 
280,000 miles of American railways would be tied 
up. About 300,000 men in the railroad industries 
would at first be involved. But the paralysis in 
traffic which would fall upon the country would 
speedily force into the ranks of the workless hun- 
dreds of thousands of men and women not directly 
concerned in transportation. There would not 
only be a coal famine, but a famine in almost 
everything consumable and necessary. The great 
cities, especially, would suffer irreparable loss. 

The coal strike of 1902 was settled through the 
mine operators appealing to President Roosevelt 
to intervene in behalf of arbitration. He did so, 
with the result that a commission was appointed 
which settled the strike. | 

Unless the railroad managers and representa- 

tives of the unions can come to an agreement at 
the forthcoming meetings early in June, an 
emergency even greater than that of 1902 will 
exist. All the labor unions involved have voted 
for a strike and the sentiment thus far has been 
against arbitration. 
In the event that this crisis shall be reached, a 
precedent exists in the 1902 strike settlement, for 
calling upon the President to take action to avert 
a national catastrophe. 
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The present war is expected to demonstrate 
which Power is greatest In the upper air and 
In the under water. A year or two more may 
be necessary to settle the matter. |

UNION AS PART Ot 
LABOR FEDERATION 


lf Scheme Goes Through Writers 
Will Have Cards Like Other 
Affiliated Workers- 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 18—A _ special 
meeting of the Council and Executive 
Committee of the Authors’ League of 
Amefica’ will be held today to receivo 
the report of a committee appointed to 
investigate the advisability. of the 


Aunthor’s League of America affiliating 
with the American Federation of 1a- 
bor. Thomas Buchanan, chairman of 
the committee said that the report was 
heartily in favor of the affiliation. It 
bears the signatures of Buchanan, Rex 
Beach, Ellis Parker Butler, George 
Creel, Walter Pritchard Eaton, George 
Barr McCutcheon, Louls Sherwin and 
Leroy Scott, all of whom are eager to 
carry union cards. The president of, the 
Authors’ League is Winston Churchill, 
and Theodore Roosevelt is vice presi- 
dent. 

If the Authors’ Union is formed, as 
Buchanan expects, it will join organ- 
ized labor on exactly the same footing 
s any union of carpenters, stage hands 
or other trades, and will be entitled to 
the same privileges in the way of legal 
advice and other assistance in time of 
need. 

Furthermore, said Buchanan, its mem- 
bers can carry union cards and in 
other ways formally maintain cheir 
place in the community as workers. 

Will Not Go on Strikes, 

But the Authors’ Union will not (and 
Mr. Buchanan was very eager to em- 
phasize this point) be compelled to go 
on sympathetic strikes. If the carpen- 
ters refuse to work, Buchanan said, the 
authors will not lay off—that is, unless 
they themselves choose to do so. But if 
the authors decide an allied trade has 
a fair complaint, they will back them 


up. And so will the allied trade back up 
the authors under similar conditions. 


“The real inside reason for unioniz- 
ing,’’ Buchanan said, “is that the au- 
thors want to protect themselves from 
the motion picture managers—the mak-

The actors 
and directors are making huge salaries 
and the managers are growing rich.. 

“What the authors will demand of 
the motion picture people is a percent- 
age of the ultimate distribution. A film 
brings into the author only the $600 to 
$1500 he gets for the idea or scenario, 
while the manager ray make $60,000 or 
more. 


Profit of 100 Per Cent. 

‘‘No film of the ordinary five-reel va- 
riety costs more than $15,000 to make, 
yet the Paramount company, one of the 
big distributors, has a guaranteed dis- 
tribution of $35,000. That makes a profit 
of more than 100 per cent at the very 
least. It’s almost as good as the muni- 
tions business. 

“On a film like that we think the 
author is entitled to at least $3500—10 
per cent. In addition he should have a 
fair percentage on everything that. is 
paid in over the $35,000 mark.” 

Buchanan said that “in all cases of 
dispute a representative of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor would be with 
us to meet the publishers, theatrical 
managers or motion picture managers 
and say, ‘These demands are fair. What 
are you going to do about them?’ ”’

GUILTY IN BANK 
CASE; GETS 3 YEAR 


Accepted Deposits, Knowing De 
Soto (Mo.) Institution Was 
Insolvent. 


HILLSBORO, Mo., May 18.—Robert B. 
Munroe, former assistant cashier of the 
Jefferson County Bank of De Soto, Mo., 
found guilty by a jury here yesterday 
of: grand larceny in receiving funds 
when he knew the bank was insolvent, 
vas sentenced to three years. 

The jury was out a little less than 
four hours. Munroe, wh.» was in the 
courtroom when their verdict was read, 
showed no sign of emotion. His attor- 
neys immediately filed notice of appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the State. He 
was released on $10,000 bond. 

The Jefferson County Bank was a 
private institution, owned by O. M. 
Munroe, father of R. B. Munroe. It 
closed in April, 1915, soon after the 
death of its owner. It held deposits of 
about. $120,000. None of the depositors 
has been paid. 

Munroe was tried in January on 4 
charge similar to that on which he was 
convicted yesterday, but was acquitted. 
There are three other charges of the 
same nature pending against him and 
these will be pressed, the prosecution 
says. 
There were many witnesses at both 
trials who testified that the estate of 
the elder Munroe was insolvent at the 
time of his death. The bank, under the 
law, was a part of the estate. 

It. H. Dooley, former State Bank Ex- 
aminer, testified that he made an ex- 
amination of the Munroe institution in 
January, 1915, and found the bank’s con- 
cition unsatisfactory. He said he re- 
perted his findings to Bank Commis- 
sioner Mitchell and recommended that 
the bank be incorporated and its affairs 
administered by a board of directors.

Though Labor day was named as the 
date for the contest, it is not at ail im- 
probable that it will not take place on 
that day because of Willard’s contract 
wtih a circus during the summer which 
does not terminate until after Labor day, 
and the additional fact that Willard 
made the positive announcement after 
his recent bout with Frank Moran in 
New York City that he would not fight 
again for at least another year. 

However, it looks as if Fulton will be 
the champion’s next opponent whenever 
the latter is ready to fight. He is being 
primed for the event, and made an ex- 
cellent impression by decisively out- 
pointing Al Reich in New York City a 
few weeks ago. Fulton is nearer Wil- 
lard’s size than any other heavyweight 
prominently identified with the boxing 
fame, except Carl Morris, and the orig- 
inal “‘white hope” is hardly considered 
of any importance now.

SENATE HAS ANTI-FLOOD BILL 


Measure Which Passed House Would 
Reclaim 16,000,000 Acres, 
WASHINGTON, May 18.—Advoéates of 
flood prevention legislation for the Mis- 
sissippi and Sacramento Rivers were 
hopeful today of early action by the 
Senate on the bill which the House 
passed last night by an overwhelming 
vote. Zhe measure would appropriate 
* $45,000,000 for the Mississippi and $5, 600, - 
000 for the Sacramento. This is contin: 
gent upon the Mississippi Valley inter- 
ests contributing an amount equal to 
one-half of the Mississippi appropriation 
and California an amount equa! to the 

Sacramento appropriation. 

It was brought out during the debate 
in the House on the bill that the Mis- 
sissippi River project would make it 
possible to recla:m at least 15,000,000 
acres of land and the Sacramento pro- 
ject about 1,000,000 acres.
